To His Excellency, Robert Lowry, Governor and Commander-in- 
Chief, Jackson, Miss.: 


GoverRNor—I have the honor herewith to submit my biennial 
report, as Adjutant-General of the State of Mississippi, for the 
years 1886 and 1887. together with a list of the several military 
companies of the State, and the names of the commissioned offi- 
cers of the same. 

I took charge of the office on the 25th day of March, 1886, and 
immediately proceeded to inform myself of the status of the 
military, the wants and needs of the service, etc., by securing 
from each company in the State a roster of officers and privates 
and a list of arms and equipments on hand. This enabled me to 
make a condensed roster for the office of the Adjutant-General. 
Much interest began at once to be taken in the matter, and new 
compantes were formed in various portions of the State: to all of 
whom I supplied arms and accoutrements as soon as proper 
requisitions could be made out and forwarded to the General 
Government at Washington. 

By an act of Congress an annual appropriation of two hundred 
thousand dollars ($200,000) was set aside for the encouragement 
of the militia of the several States of the Union. Mississippi's 
apportionment was ($4.176.34) forty-one hundred and seventy- 
six and thirty-four one hundredths dollars. to be taken up ouly 
in arms and equipments, by requisition of the Governcr and 
- Commander in Chief, on the Secretary of War. As an evidence 
of the interest in. military. affairs, since my induction into office, 
I would state that at the time I entered upon the duties of Adju- 
tant-General of the State, there were not more than (15) fifteen 
companies orginized. I have had on my rolls since that time as 
many as, forty-two (42) companies and the apportionment by the 
General Government to Mississippi is always exhausted before 

> the expiration of the fiscal year. Several companies making their 
requisitions for arms and equipments too late, are compelled to 
wait over until the beginning of a new fiscal year in order to be 
supplied. 


THE SEWELL BILL 


which passed Congress at its last session, appropriates double tlie 
Э 
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amount which had been heretofore allotted to the several States, 
making the amount of four hundred thousand dollars (400,000) 
this annual appropriation in the way of arms, equipments and 
camp outfits, for the encouragement and advancement of the 
militia of the States of the Union. Mississippi’s apportionment 
of the amount is, therefore, ($8,352 68) eighty three hundred and 
fifty-two and sixty-eight one hundred dollars ; pravided, the num- 
ber of its regularly enlisted, organized and uniformed, active 
militia, shall be at least one hundred men for each Senator and 
Representative to which our State is entitled in the Congress of 
the United States. In my report to the Adjutant General of the 
Army, July 1st, 1887, Mississippi had (1370) thirteen hundred 
and seventy active and uniformed militia, which entitles her to 
the benefits of said bill. 


THE VICKSBURG DRILL. 


In the spring of 1886 the National Guard of Mississippi were 
invited by the Vicksburg Fair Association to participate in a com- 
petitive drill and international encampment at that city on May 
11th. A number of companies of the Mississippi National Guard 
took part, and the officers and privates were placed under strict 
military discipline while in camp. This was the first encamp- 
ment held after my appointment to the office of Adjutaut General 
and was a success in every particular. 


` 
THE ACTIVE AND UNIFORMED MILITARY ASSOCIATION OF "THE 
STATE OF MISSISSIPPI 


was organized at the Vicksburg encampment on the r4th day of 
May, 1886, and has for its object “the encouragement and per- 
fection of a thorough military system in the State.” The members 
of this organization are the commissioned generals and line offi- 
cers of the Mississippi National Guard. The present officers аге: 
Maj.-General B. S. Ricks, President; Brig.-General С. Y. Free- 
man, rst Vice President; Brig..General W. N. Munroe, 2d Vice- 
. President; Brig.-General Wm. Henry, Secretary and Treasurer. 
I am glad to state that the labors of this organization have been 
productive of much good, and the organization will grow in influ- 
ence as its membership increases the sphere of its operations 
is enlarged and the purposes for which it was formed become 
better known. 


THE ANNUAL ENCAMPMENT AND BATTERY AT FORT HENRY. 


On August 3d to roth, 1887, the first annual encampment of 
the Mississippi National Guard was held at Fort Henry near Pass 
Christian, in which participated (2) two companies of the 2d U. 
S. Artillery, under command of Maj. C. B. Throckmorton, four 
(4) companies of Louisiana National Guard, and three (3) com- 
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panies from Mississippi, viz: the Capital Light Guards, of Jack- 
son, Miss.. under the command of Capt. Geo. 8. Green ; the 
Columbus Riflemen, of Columbus, Miss., under the command of 
Lieut. Spiers; the Natchez Rifles, ‘of Natchez, Miss., under com- 
mand of Capt. Davis. In this encampment our citizen soldiery 
had a practical experience of the duties of the soldier in camp and 
under military discipline. The encampment was crude, it is true, 
but was successful to a degree not anticipated by its promoters, 
and the officers and soldiers received unstinted praise and com- 

mendation on every hand. The encampment grounds are delight- 
fully situated on the Gulf of Mexico, with a frontage on the beach 
of (120c) twelve hundred feet, and running back (2000) two 
thousand feet to and across the Louisville & Nashville Railroad. 
They lie about half way between New Orleans and Mobile, and 
contain about (100) one hundred acres of land, and were donated 
by the citizens of Pass Christian to the State of Mississippi, for the 
purpose of holding there the annual encampment of our military 
as required by the act of Congress, hereafter referred to, making 
certain donations to the State. 

By an act of Congress, approved May roth, 1882, the United 
States appropriated to the “several States bordering on the sea or 
gulf coast. and having a permanent camp ground for the encamp- 
ment ofthe militia, notless than six days annually, two heavy 
guns and four mortars for their instruction and practice. * Ж 
* and the sum of 35000 was appropriated to supply each State 
that may so apply " The amount so appropriated to Mississippi 
was expended by the general government (or so much of it as 
was necessary), under the supervision of a United States Army · 
officer, detailed for that purpose, in throwing up breast-works and 
erecting the battery on the encampmert grounds, which was 
named "Fort Henry." The work was completed just previous to 
the annual encampment heretofore mentioned. The troops had 
ample practice in handling and firing the cannon and mortars, 
and in target shooting with the rifle and gatling gun. 

The battery consists of two ten-inch Rudman’s and four ten- 
inch mortars, with underground magazine between. and complete 
outfit of ammunition, etc. The grounds have been cleared and 
fitted up at an expense of about fifteen hundred dollars. contrib- 
uted alone by members of the Mississippi National Guard. It is 
expected that a majority of the companies in the State will each 
year go into encampment, thereby discharging a pleasant duty, 
and securing rest and recreation on the Gulf Coast ata time of the 
year when most.needed and appreciated. 


Ы GENERAL. 


The Mississippi National Guard consists of twenty-four separate 
companies, fully organized, eleven (nine infantry and two агі. 
lery) attached or batallion companies, and two artillery compa- 
nies, a total of thirty-seven attached ard detached companies. 


^ 
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There is one Major-General of the State and three Brigadier" 
Generals (not including the Adjutant-General and Quarter-Master 
General) and the Adjutant-General and the Quarter-Master 
General. Total enlisted officers and men, fifteen hundred and 
twenty three (1523). Nue 

The State is not divided into military districts, but this should 
be done by the present Legislature, in order that the National 
Guard may be organized into brigades, regiments, and batallions, 
and 1 respectfully suggest that the State be divided into two (2) 
military districts— the Northern and the Southern ; and that the’ 
Vicksburg and Meridian Railroad constitute the dividing line, 
and that the organizations along the line of the said railroad be 
embraced in the Southern Division. 

To make the State military efficient, nothing is more useful or 
conduces more to that end, than drill practice and camp life. То 
make the encampment successful, funds are needed, and I would 
respectfully suggest an appropriauon of $2,500 be made for the 
purpose of carrying out the original design, as to an annual 
encampment, and for the purpose of refunding the amounts ad 
vanced by individual members of the Mississippi National Guard 
at their last encampment— when all expenses, as to transportation, 
freight on tents and camp outfit, and all expenses were borne by 
themselves. A further appropriation of $5,000 15 respecttully 
suggested to pay transportation, armory rents, salaries, etc. When 
the Governor has ordered out a company or companies, for the 
suppression of riots, etc., heretofore, the captain ot the company 
. has been compelled to advance the necessary amount for trans 
portation and expenses while executing the orders of the Gov- 
eraor, and must wait until the next session of the Legislature, be- 
fore the amount is returned to him. In some instances, this 15 à 
very great hardship, as the time may be eighteen to twenty 
months betore his money is refunded А 

The Mississippi National Guard desires and deserves some 
recognition at the hands of the State. They hold themselves 
ready at any and all times, to obey the calls of the Governor, and 
it is well known that nothing adds more to the peace and dignity 
of a great Commonwealth than а well equipped, well-disciplined, 
and active militia. In many of the States ot the Union, the State 
militia are so considered, and so treated, as an important adjunct 
to the executive power of the State large appropriations for their 
support, and continued improvement and efficiency are made. In 
times of peace, itistrue their need is not so apparent, but in 
cases Of unusual outbreaks and threatened danger, their worth 1s 
appreciated, and their prompt response to the calls of the Com- 
mander-in-Chief has often saved from destruction, not alone the 
property, but the lives of miany citizens, The prompt action 
and courageous conduct of the National Guard in the States of 
Texas, Pennsylvania, Illinois, Ohio, Missouri and Louisiana, in 
the past few years, have saved millions of dollars worth of prop- 
erty and hundreds of lives. Mississippi, fortunately for her peo- 
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ple, has had to call out her National Guard in but a very few 
instances, and it is earnestly to be hoped that the occasion may 
not arise when she will have to resort to their aid to maintain the 
peace and dignity of the State, but, at the same time, it is a satis- 
faction to know that she has in the ranks of her military, as brave, 
patriotic and chivalrous class of men as can be found anywhere 
in the universe. They have shown this by their voluntary con- 
tributions of time and means „ќо the upbuilding of the State 
National Guard, and while Mississippi is one among the very few 
States that make none, or very little appropriations for the sup- 
port of her militia, they have been none the less valiant and 
ready in the discharge of their duties. The small appropriation 
asked for would place the militia upon a sure footing, and encour- 
age its members and supporters to still greater efforts to make it 
fully efficient. : 

I append to this report, the compiled reports of the Adjutant 
Generals of thirty four (34) States of the Union, giving informa- 
tion as to their military organizations, from which it will be seen 
that nearly all appropriate large amounts annually to the support 
of the State National Guard, the salary of the Adjutant General 
alone, being, in

ffom which it wil! be seen that Mississippi, of all the States 
named, pays the least salary to her Adjutant General, and allows 
not a dime for postage or printing. 

Among a large majority of our people a military training is con- 
sidered to be one of the best of schools‘for a young man. It 
gives him exercise, command of his mental and bodiiy faculties, 
enforces strict attention to orders, insures discipline, elevates the 
duty of obedience, and makes the faithful performance of duty the 
corner-stone upon which rests all his hopes of honor and prefer- 
mentin the calling. Whatever conduces to a military training, 
conduces to these ends jand that they strengthen the physique, 


* 
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ennoble the character, elevate the morals, and encourage and sus- 
tain the hopes and aspirations of the youth of the State,no one 
will, I presume, deny.

I give below an extract of the report of Lieutenant-General P. 
H. Sheridan, of the United States Army, dated Washington. 
November r, 1887 : 

“I am strongly in favor of the General Government extending 
all possible aid to the National Guard of the different States, as 
they constitute a body of troops that in any great emergency 
would form an important part of our military force. They should 
be armed with the best weapons, amply provided with complete _ 
camp and garrison equipage, and instructed in the various drills 
and exercises according to the tactics and systems followed in 
the Regular Army. According to my observation and experience, 
most of the State troops now march well and handle the gun well, 
but they are deficient in discipline and in all the duties that teach 
a soldier to take care of himself while in camp or upon a march. 
This defect can best be overcome by establishing some system of 
encampment under the control and direction and at the entire ex- 
pense of the General Government; in the development of such a 
measure, the entire Army, as well as myself personally, will be 
glad to render such assistance as lies in our power, and I recom- 
mend that the favorable consideration of the subject may be com- 
mended to Congress ”
